The fountains 
gave a preliminary flourish and spurt or 
two, just to see if their pipes were in order, 
and at 2:15 there was a stir in front of the 
chateau. AH heads were turned that way 
and the well-known figure of the King 
was visible descending the steps.

Majesty wore an undress cap, instead of 
his helmet, and by his side was tho French 
director of the palace, who acted, as guide. 


There] was a quiet 'rush among the 


French to see the mighty King as he pass- 
ed between the opening files of his officers, 
who saluted him as be passed, but not 
one of them that I could see, anxious as 
they -were to see what sort of a man he 
was, this William of Prussia, whose ban- 
ners ,wero on their walls and whose sol- 
diers were in their palaces, touched his 
tap or raised his hat or gave any courte- 
ous inclination. And more to their credit 
be it said. It was the same on tbe day of 
the King's arrival, and to a nature such as 
his such behavior would have more dig- 
nity in it than any modulation of tho 
body or any obsequious posture-making. 
But the waters played the courtier well. 
They rose bright and sparkling ia the 
sun. They splashed and bubbled, foamed 
and sprayed, moistening with impartial 
flattery sphinxes, godg, goddesses, nymphs 
and statues. "Napoleon I. in lead by 
Bosio," "the Duke of Orleans in bronze by 
Marochetti," as the light wind caught the 
summits of the jets—coating tritons, 
sirens, .couching Venuses, and as many 
deities as decorated the groves of Blarney 
with a glistening varnish.

TWO ENTIHK CBEW8 PROBABLY LOST—A 


WIFE LASHED TO A DYING (HUSBAND— 
HOW T1IE CAPTAIN Of A B.UiOE SIET 
DEATH. 


From the Detroit Free fresi, 23. 


' Yesterday morning the bark Oneonta 
arrived down, having on board a woman 
named Josephine Dean and a man named 
Harry Morrison as survivors of seven or 
eight persons who composed tbe crews 
oi three ill-fated' barges that were lost 
adrift in a terrible storm off Point aux 
Barques Sunday night at midnight. 


Tbe story of Mrs. Dean is full of suffer- 


ing and affliction, as she has been made a 
widow by the terrible storm. It seems 
that on Friday night last; the tug Zouave 
started for Bay City wilh six barges heav 
ily lumber laden. Getting down to Port 
Austin she found the tug Clematis lying 
there, and the sea was so heavy that she 
decided to turn over the Joseph A. Hol- 
lon, Mohawk and the . Mills to ber 
charge, coming'along with! toe other three 
herself. Tbe crew of tbe Hollcu consisted 
of Captain Robert Forrest, a Canadian, 
the mate Harry Morrison, of Algonac, 
Peter Dean and the woman Josephine 
Dean, his wife, and employed on board as 
cook. The Holloa was well loaded down 
bat the storm had not been much fell 
until after tbe Clematis took her line 
'The gale continued to grow frci-hor after 
the tugs started out, and the Zouave was 
soon out of sight,' the Clematis going 
along slowly. The sea grew constantly 
rougher, and'the men at the wheel on the 
barges had to lash themselves fast to keep 
from being swept away. 


As Sunday evening set in the captain ol 


the Hollon expressed his fears that hi 
should at least lose his deck load, as thi 
barge was tumbling about in a wild' way 
the sea going clear over her, and her groan 
ing timbers telling plainly how ehe was 
laboring. 'The gale did not abate in the 
least, andrwith a slight change of the wim 
came hail and enow until they could no 
discover tbe lights of tbe tug. The weath 
or was much colder alter the snow squall 
passed away, and the crew put on all their 
spare clothing.0 The woman retired to bed 
about nine o'clock; all arixiety for the safe 
ty of the barge being kept from her 
About midnight, wbile'it seemed as'if the 
barge would be knocked to pieces, the tow 
line suddenly snapped, tbe men heard e 
sbout through the gloomy darkness from 
tbe tug, and tbe barges were adrift in the 
lake, utterly at the mercy of the storm 
Captain Forrest was greatly excited ovei 
tbe event, and was utterly incapable o; 
giving or assisting to execute any orders 
that held out a hope of safety. 


Too" barges soon broached' to in th 


troughs of the sea, and the crows shontei 
to each other that tbero was no hope 
They knew that the tug could not pu 
about in that wild tea and pick up the hn 
and that ine would have enough to do to 
make her" own. port.

They soon drifted quite close, to each 


other, and grim despair settled down over 
all. The deck load of the Hollon began 
to start, and she cut loose from the others, 
so as not to impair their slight hopes. 
Thus she drifted off into the gloom, and i 
the shouts of tbe alarmed crews were soon | 
drowned iff the booming of the storm. In 
half an hour nearly all the' Hollon'e deck 
load wa» gone, and then tho captain, think- 
ing that she labored less, concluded to cast 
anchor, having plenty of cable, and hoping 
that the storm wpuld abate before she 
should go to pieces.*' The anchor failed to 
get holding ground," and the Hollon 
dragged abost two miles before fetching 
up. During this time wave after wave 
went over ber, and the cabin finaly went 
overboard. The wife ^ad been called up 
a short time previous^ but was too much 
alarmed to dress, and came on deck in her 
night clothes, a loose calico dress thrown 
over them. She was lashed to the rail by 
her husband, 'who at length told her that 
there was no hope,''and'they crouched 
down behind tbe bulwark together, deter- 
mined that death should not separate them. 
Dean had been ill with a fever mo«t all sum- 
mer, and was not very stout, and was no 
poorly dressed that'he continually shook, 
like one in a fit of ague. When' the cabin 
went overboard, Captaiu Forrest declared 
that their fate was'sealedi and would not 
heed Morrison's injunctions to hold out 
to the Ust. He threw himeelf down on 
the lumber yet remaining, refusing to 
even pass a lashing around .his body, and 
a great wave soon lifted bim over the side 
and carried him off amid the tossing wave* 
to leeward. . He met hia death without a 
cry, and made not the slightest resist-

If t Oil Creek residents have supposed 


that Pioneer had become de/unot they are 
gravely in error, for this enterprising city 
saw about as lively a null yesterday after- 
noon as we have been, favored with for a 
long time, at least since the. sunny days 
of Western Run, Foster's Hill, etc. A 
middle agc'l woman came into town (from 
no one could ascertain where) and walk- 
ing into the reading-room of our princi- 
pal hotel, and not waiting to have a ohair 
offered, assisted herself, and at once began 
quizzing several of the boarders and the 
gentlemanly proprietor, as to tbo pros- 
pects of the advance in oil ; if there was 
any good [leasable territory that could be 
procured on moderate royalty, etc. She 
was a distinguished and commanding ap- 
pearing woman, standing full five feet, 
and from outward appearances, weighing 
not less than two hundr^l pounds Troy or 
Albany weight. Among our list of board- 
ers was one for whom she formed a very 
sudden attachment — a gentleman by the 
name of Francis Squibbs. Mr. Squibbs has 
only been with us for a few weeks, but 
during his sojourn wo have found him a 
gentleman in every respect. He came into 
the oil country, representing one of tho 
largest wholesale houses of New York. Mr. 
Squibbs was seated on an ottoman when 
ho was accosted by the lady mentioned 
who asked him his name, and on receiv- 
ing a reply, suddenly informed him with 
a gentle reminder in tho shape of a whack 
on the head with an oyster can, that Jhor 
name was Hannah Sqnibb.x, and thrtt he 
was her lawful husband.

But her anger 
was as nothing compared to tho astound- 
ing accusation depicted on Squibbs' coun- 
tenance, ad springing from his reclining 
position to an upright one behind the pro- 
prietor — who happened to be passing out 
just then — tho gentleman gazed around 
his barricade upon this sudden assaulting 
party. 
But sho gave him no time to 


throw up works, for making a sudden 
dash drove him from behind his position 
and outdoors, following close behind with 
her oyster can poised in mid air.

Dr. Foster's drug stoto they went.Squibbs* 
coat-tail and hair standing straight, caus- 
ed by wind and fright. 
After turning 


tho corner — he far in advance — the door 
of the Dr.'s barn standing open and sup- 
posing there was a back door, rushod in 
closely followed by his persistent nnd 
would-be wife.

Squibbs again, dealing him bluwx thick 
with can nnd stick. Here the "officer of 
the law" had caught up with the crowd, 
and being determined to irmUe a sure 
thing of it, deputized Hi-sirs. Arnold, 
Rockwell, H.inna, Fuller Mid Booth to 
| HSbist, and rushed forward and hand-cuffed 
the would-be Mrs. Squibb*, iin'l conveyed 
her to the lock-up to rcmaiu fur the pre- 
sent. Squibbs was at once placed under 
tbo docun's care, when, aflefaclminister- 
ing plentifully to his wuuts »"rcm a bkck 
bottle labelled "Neeille-gun," hit* lirabs 
were bandaged, and his clothes saturated 
with Muguire's Pain Killer, mid o»r friend 
was able to bo present at o p m. at the 
Squiru'ti offiue, before whom UIB prisoner 
was brought for trial. Squibbs had no 
trouble to prove that he never knew the 
woman before the assault. The prisoner 
was then called on to give reasons for the 
unprovoked assault.

The 
export from Philadelphia alone, for tho 
current season foots up, according to the 
official statement recently given in the 
columns of the Jfm-tli American, of that 
city, to 35,938,779 gallons, to compare 
with 21,980,708 gallons in the same period 
of last year. This increase, amounting to 
13,949,031 gallons has been effected, not- 
withstanding the interruption-i and draw- 
backs entailed upon the trade with Ger- 
many, and, indeed, with the- whole North 
of Europe by the present war, $9,250,000 
is a goodly sum to count in the aggregate 
business oi a single- seaport, and nucb is 
the amount to be added, under the petro- 
leum head alone, the total of Philadelphia 
commerce.

At the same time the trado presents 


some curious features. 
For instance, 


while [the export to England has fallen 
from 1,818,270 to 888,433 gallon*', tho 
the quota., of Ireland has gone up from 
1,848,000 to 4,128,269, and of the JSritish 
West Indiet, from 77,191 to 97,251. Spain 
•hows a heavy increase from 439,200 to 
897,870; and Cuba "from 27,755 to 49,737. 
Italy ranges far above all the reat, with 
1,649,871 this year to set off against 417,- 
130 in 1869. This is nearly a four-fold 
increase, and with it wo may class the 
rise of the figures at Gibraltar from 
1,294,771 to 2,297,101, since much of the 
quantity received at the port in question 
is decidedly intended for Italian consump- 
tion. The growth for North Germany is 
also quite- note-worthy, considering the 
impediments to which we have already al- 
luded. It runs -from 4,680,146 to 7,887,- 
018, and the news is of continually aug- 
menting demand. On the other hand, 
Hol'and recievea about 350,000 gallous. 
In actual figures, Belgium stands at tho 
summit of the list, although her propor- 
tionate gain is not equal to that of many 
other foreign States 
Her figures are 


5,214,678 last, to contrast with 8,632,305 
for the present year. 


As matters stand, thU branch of com- 


merce seems literally to have no closing 
limits. The general demand, l.ko thut 
for fuel, hourly increases, and wo may 
congratulate our sister commonwealth 
npon the possession of a supply, appar- 
ently exhaustless, of a commodity which 
is becoming almost indiepensible in every 
quarter of the globe accessible to com- 
merce. As the exporting season draws 
to a close, tho returns from abrou'l indi- 
cate continual extension of shipments for 
the coming year, and some Philapolphia 
experts put the probablo money valuae of 
the quantities to bo sent out from that 
port at more than $12,000,000. This esti- 
mate, taken together with the quantities 
consumed at home, conveys a very impres- 
sive idea of the importance to be attached 
to this peculiar article, so utterly known 
to us at tho beginning of the present gen- 
eration. — A'ew York Mercantile Journal.
